Enforcement operations resulted 
in the following seizures.

mobiles 7,137, value $3,529,290; pro­

Henry Ward Bcccher once told of 


buying a $9 jii^, feeding it $40 worth 
of corn, and selliiis it for $10; 
he 


said that he lost money ou the corn 
•but he declared a whole dollar on 
the pig. 


That is the way with 
municipal 


ownership of most utilities. 
They 


buy the $9 pi)*—the plant; they feed 
it $40 worth of political favoritism, 
political 
inefficiency, 
everybody's 


business, irresponsibility, taxes that 
it does not pay—and then they sell 
$10 worth of service and claim a 
savings. The '*]>ig" seems to show 
a profit under that system of book- 
kee|>ing: but the golden 
corn—the 


taxes, (lie incentive, the intelligent 
development, growth and

ment—vanishes in the pig's hungry, 
jaws. 


This gives point to the

cent more to manufacture

llie same state.
